The original program for MAN OF LA 
MANCHA contained the following program 
note: MAN OF LA MANCHA is suggested 
by the life and works of Miguel de Cer-= 
vantes y Saavedra. 

Like his contemporary, William Shakes- 
peare, Miguel de Cervantes y Saavedra 
lived a life only sparsely documented, many 
years of which are veiled in shadow. These 
things are known: he was born in 1547 to a 
proud but impoverished hidalgo family; he 
was a soldier, suffered serious wounds at 
the battle of Lepanto, was taken captive and 
spent five years as a Slave in Africa. 

Above all he loved the theatre; in twenty 
years he wrote some forty plays, none of

which were successful. In 1597 he was ex= _ 
communicated for ‘‘offenses against His 
Majesty’s Most Catholic Church,’’ narrowly 
escaping more drastic punishment. He serv- 
ed at least three, and possibly five, terms 
in prison on various charges. Aging, in= 
firm, an utter failure, he undertook the 
writing of DON QUIXOTE to make money. 

Volume I, published in 1605 when Cer- 
vantes was 58, brought him fame but little 
profit. Volume II, appearing ten years la- 
ter, insured his immortality as author of 
the world’s greatest novel, but he was al- 
ready broken in body if not in spirit. He 
died in 1616, within ten days of the death of 
Shakespeare. His burial place is unknown.

(Don Quixote/Cervantes) 


was born in Old Forge, outside Scranton, Pennsylvania, 
sof and grandson of Welsh coal miners, He started sing- 
ing when he was four years old in a church in his home- 
town, As the years passed, he went from being the soloist 
soprano to tenor, while going to school during the week, 
and doing all kinds of jobs in the mines on the week-ends, 

His entire family loved music. His Grandfather taught 
singing in Wales and his Father had a magnificent tenor 
voice, and that talent has been passed on to Allan and his 
son Jack. 

As a teenager, he used to drive all the way to New York, 
to take voice lessons on Sundays, After High School, he 
went to Syracuse University and was offered a scholar- 
ship to study at. the New York University. He was a stu- 
dent there when he won a scholarship to study abroad, But 
he needed some money for that trip, so he gave a concert 
in Scranton and that made possible his first step towards 
the career he always dreamed about. 

He went to France, where he sang with the Cannes Opera 
Co, in Beauville. After two years, he returned to this 
country to sing at Carnegie Hall with the New York Sym- 
phony and the New York Philarmonic Orchestras in their 
first concert as combined orchestras under the direction 
of Walter Damrosch. 

After appearing at Carnegie Hall, he started a career of 
concerts and during one of his tours, he was discovered 
by the Shuberts, who offered him a contract and so his 
show-business career began, 4 

He remained with the Shuberts for three years, when a 
talent scout from Hollywood offered him the opportunity 
of a screen test. It was so successful, that it won him a 
contract with M.G.M, studios and a new career started 
for him, as a movie actor. 

Guided by M.G.M., his career rose to a zenith when he 
starred in such pictures as: A NIGHT AT THE OPERA, 
A DAY AT THE RACES, SHOWBOAT, EVERYBODY 
SINGS, TRUE TO THE ARMY, THE GREAT VICTOR HER- 
BERT, HONEYMOON IN RALI, MAGIC IN MUSIC, BOYS 
FROM SYRACUSE and his most popular movie, THE 
FIRELY, in which he sang the famous Donkey Serenade, 
which became the third largest recordseller inthe R.C.A. 
history.
